HE season which commemorates the 

death and resurrection of Jesus Christ 
is universally regarded as the chief of 
Christian festivals. The word “Easter” 
occurs only one time in the New Testa- 
ment. It is derived from the name of the 
Anglo-Saxon or Norse goddess of spring. 
The French name “paque,” as well as 
similar names in other languages, is de- 
rived through the Greek from the Ara- 
mean “‘pascha,” which signifies “passing 
over.” In apostolic times the Christians 
continued to celebrate the Jewish Pass- 
over, which gave to the feast a Christian 
significance. Between the Jewish Chris- 
tians and the Gentile Christians there 
arose very early a dispute as to the pro- 
per date of the celebration of the resur- 
rection. The former adhered to the 14th 
day of the month Nisan, while the latter 
adopted the Sunday following as the day 
commemorative of the resurrection. A 
wide variation soon arose in the date ob- 
served in the churches. Easter is now cel- 
ebrated on the first Sunday after the full 
moon which follows the vernal equinox. 
If that full moon falls on a Sunday, 
Easter is the following Sunday. 


In addition to the ecclesiastical observ- 
ances of Easter, numerous ancient pagan 
customs have persisted in more or less al- 
tered form. These latter are such as were 
connected with the primitive spring fes- 
tival celebrating the return of the god- 
dess of spring, and the signs of the re- 
birth in the world, thus has come the 
Easter egg and the Easter rabbit legends 
and customs. 


The day has been celebrated so lightly 
among Christians until the flowers and 
fun and other things t6 make one happy 
has almost taken the place of the deep 
appreciation of the resurrected Christ. It 
is good to give flowers and to decorate 
the churches to make one happy but this 
should all be done in commemoration of 
the resurrection which means so much to 
Christians. 


Luke 24:1-9, “Now upon the first day 
of the week, very early in the morning, 
they came unto the sepulchre, bringing 
spices which they had prepared, and cer- 
tain others with them. And they found 
the stone rolled away from the sepul- 
chre, And they entered in, and found not 
the body of the Lord Jesus. And it came 
to pass, as they were much perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men stood by 
them in shining garments: and as they 
were afraid, and bowed down their faces 
to the earth, they said unto them, Why 


seek ye the living among the dead? He 
is not here, but is risen: remember how 
he spake unto you when he was yet in 
Galilee, saying, The Son of man must be 
delivered into the hands of sinful men, 
and be crucified, afd the third day rise 
again. And they remembered his words, 
and returned from the sepulchre, and told 
all these things unto the eleven, and to 
all the rest.” 


“Upon the first day of the week.” Je- 
sus arose on the first day of the week. 
It is the beginning of the celebration of 
His resurrection and the Christians began 
to worship after this on the first day of 
the week. They gathered to break bread 
and to pray. This is the beginning of the 
church dispensation. 

It is said that these good women came 
when it was dark to bring the spices that 
they had prepared. Surely they must have 
been inspired by faith to make this pre- 
paration because the tomb was sealed and 
the Roman guards were there. The wom- 
en could not have rolled the stone away 
and the guard would not have allowed 
them to open the sepulchre if it had been 
possible. But the faith that inspires all 
Christian service and is the keynote that 
unlocks all the blessings of life to the hu- 
man family, was in the bosoms of these 
precious women. 

Two men stood by in white apparel. as 
they made their inquiry and told them 
that Jesus was not there, that He had 
risen. It seems that the Lord had sent the 
angels to roll the stone away and to break 
these glad tidings to the good women, It 
does state that there was an earthquake 
and some seem to think that the earth- 
quake was the cause of the stone being 
moved, but we know that the earthquake 
did not bring the angels and we are sure 
that God sent the earthquake as a token 
of His power and to call the attention 
of the people to the glorious resurrection 
of His Son. There was nothing left un- 
done that would bring truth and increase 
the evidence of the resurrected Christ. 

The women hastened back to tell the 
disciples but Mary showed her usual in- 
terest in Christ by lingering near the 
tomb and she was rewarded for her faith- 
fulness. She met one whom she supposed 
to be the gardener and when He spoke to 
her she said, “If you have moved the 
body of Jesus tell me.” Jesus called her 
name and she recognized His voice. There 
is always a special reward for those who 
continue seeking for Christ. 


When news reached the apostles, Peter 
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and John ran together to the sepulchre. 
As they arrived at the place they found 
the grave clothes. Jesus left His grave 
clothes because He would not need them 
any more. This was His final resurrec- 
tion. Lazarus came forth dressed in his 
robe because he was to die but Jesus was 
triumphant over all that pertained to 
earth. As they returned to the company 
and reported, the Bible says it sounded as 
idle tales to them, they did not believe. 
The next are two sad-hearted disciples 
on their way to Emmaus. As they talked 
Jesus drew near and went with them. It 
seemed that they did not recognize Je- 
sus and-He inquired into the reason’ of 
their sadness, They seemed to be sad and 
exclaimed that He must be a stranger, 
then they rehearsed the sad story of the 
crucifixion. He entered into their conver- 
sation, quoting many scriptures. They ex- 
pressed their cherished hope that Jesus 
was the One that should redeem Israel, 
and expressed their belief that this hope 
was crushed. The stranger revealed the 
secret of their sad hearts. They were 
slow to know and believe. He turned 
them to the scripture and began to 
quicken their faith by the Word which 
revealed Christ in their hearts. Their 
hearts burned within them and as they 
drew near to the village they invited Him 
in to stay with them. The Bible says they 
constrained Him. They were hungry for 
this new fellowship that they had found 
in this companion. The Bible says their 
eyes were holden that they should not 
know Him and as they began to partake 
of the evening meal Jesus was revealed to 
them in the breaking of the bread and 
then He vanished away. They returned to 
Jerusalem and with joy related their ex- 
perience to the disciples and the good 
women. They declared, “The Lord has 
risen indeed.” It was a glad message to 
those sad hearts and no doubt it made a 
greater impression upon them than the 
report of the morning happening. 


There are so many proofs of Jesus’ re- 
surrection. He appeared next to them 
while they were within closed doors, and 
blessed and comforted them, It is strange 
that so many rumors went out from 
among the Jews to discredit the resurrec- 
tion. Christ proved Himself by many 
infallible proofs and the apostles and fol- 
lowers of Jesus were eyewitnesses to these 
things, and nothing could discredit vr 
make them doubt the true resurrection of 
their Christ. 


Christ made the bold statement that 
He had power to lay down His life, and 
power to take it up again. If He had been 
only a man He would not have had the 
power and could not have truthfully 
made such a claim. After the many state- 
ments made by Him concerning His

These 
precious followers seemed to have great 
regard for the dead body of Christ, but 
those who were living knew but little of 
their admiration for Christ. This is an 
act of kindness and it has been heralded 
through the world. Though these men 
were kate in their respect and admiration 
for Christ, at the same time they ren- 
dered valuable and necessary service. The 
wealth of Joseph was his shield, but he 
was able to furnish a well-constructed 
tomb for the body of Christ.

The piece of rock used to close the 
sepulchre is called in the Talmud “a 
roller.” This was a large, round stone 
that was rolled in front of the sepulchre. 
There was a groove cut in the rock to 
hold it in place. This being sealed over 
the door and four stout soldiers to stand 
guard, made all the authorities of the city 
of Jerusalem feel that the body was safe. 
But we think about God’s great power to 
fulfill His promise. He sends an earth- 
quake to attract the attention of the peo- 
ple and two of His angels to witness the 
esurrection of Christ. I believe that 
God’s power moved that stone out of the 
way and that those angels were there to 
testify that, “He is risen, He is not here.”

FIXION AND THE DAY 
FOLLOWING

riosity as they prayed and talked about 
the things that had happened the day be- 
fore. The good women, led by the Spirit 
and power of God, had brought sweet 
spices and planned a trip to the sepulchre 
early on the first day of the week tu 
anoint His body. And, of course, they 
found the empty tomb. This was the be- 
ginning of the worship on the first day 
of the week, and from that time until

As we look, or behold the resurrection 
as the bright side of life, we wouldn’t 
have you forget the fact that back of 
Easter lies Calvary. There can be no 
resurrection without death. Spiritually 
speaking there must come death to self 
before there is a spiritual resurrection. Je- 
sus has plainly said that unless a corn of 
wheat fall into the ground and die, it 
abideth alone, but if it die it bringeth 
forth much fruit. And too, He said, “I 
am the vine and_ ye are the branches.” 
When we die out to self and become alive 
in Jesus, it is then we bring forth fruit, 
and this is love,’ joy, peace, longsuffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, etc. 


Truly the very thought of the resur- 
rection is wonderful, but had it not been 
for Jesus there could be no hope of the 
resurrection; and we can say with the 
apostle of old, that if in this life only we 
had hope we would be of all men most 
miserable. All the joy, bliss, and happi- 
ness we’ve had, have or expect to share, 
is manifested in Jesus from the manger 
to the throne. “From the manger to the 
cross not a moment’s time was lost; Je- 
sus prayed unto the Father all the way.” 


He never idled away time. We read where 
He prayed and agonized before God ail 
for us. We notice where He cried but 
never where He laughed or was _light- 
hearted, but He had the burden of us all 
on Him. Isa. 53:5. “But he was wounded 
for our transgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities; the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him, and_ with his 
stripes we are healed.” Oh, praise the 
Lord! 

As we begin the story of Jesus, beau- 
tiful in name, transcendent in subject, it 
is morning, when the air is crisp with 
December’s frost and a merry sparkle is 
in the sun just looking over the blue 
hills of the east and brightening the 
frozen dew. The earth is flooded with 
gilded beams that build a stairway with 
gentle slope across the sea and up to the 
doorstep of heaven, where there is a rush 
of glories that dazzle and a maze of 

eauties that bewilder and a witchery of 
magnificence that confounds the imagi- 
nation while thrilling and throbbing the 
heart with adoration and ecstasy. It must 
have been such a morning that awakened 
the Judean hills and set all nature to 
singing, the music of heaven to playing 
and the pulse of universal joy to throb- 
bing, when the Christ was born. It must 
have been such a morning when, after 
the star choristers had hushed their ac- 
claims and the angels of the annunciation 
had left the startled shepherds and on im- 
patient wing swept back to the cradle of 
the newly born Lord, that the glad news 
was scattered throughout the mounts and 
down the slopes and across the Jordan, 
“For unto you is born this day in the 
city of David, a Savior which is Christ 
the Lord.” 

As this, the Christ being born, brought 
peace on earth and good will, so will He 
bring peace to the individual when He is 
born into their lives. Had you ever 
stopped to think, just the name Jesus, 
when it is called, what satisfaction and 
comfort it brings? Just meditate on the 
name and you will feel that your heart 
becomes lighter. He lifts the burden. It 
is soothing to the soul. There is no other 
name under heaven whereby we might be 
saved except Jesus, the Rock of our Sal- 
vation. Surely He is all we need. We 
notice in Psa, 61:2 where the Psalmist 
David realized that Jesus was the only 
refuge and he fled to the Rock for help. 
We hear him cry out, “Lead me to che 
Rock that is higher than I.” We can 
readily see how people, when they become 
troubled or in distress, are willing and 
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anxious to call upon the Rock as David 
did. “When my heart is overwhelmed 
lead me to the Rock that is higher than 
I.” No doubt he was heavy-hearted, cast 
down, burdened, the load was almost 
more than he could bear, but he was 
aware of the fact that there was One 
higher than he and he had confidence in 
God.

It is not a dry, 
dreary place, but where the rivers of 
water of life flow freely, John 7:38. “If 
any man thirst, let him come unto me 
and drink. He that believeth on me as 
the scriptures hath said, ouc of his belly 
shall flow rivers of living waters, and 
with joy shall ye draw waters out of the 
wells of salvation.” Psa. 27:5, “For in 
the time of trouble he shall hide me in 
his pavilion: in the secret of his taber- 
nacle shall he hide me; he shall set me 
upon a rock.” 

“He brought me up also out of an 
horrible pit, out of the miry clay and set 
my feet upon a rock and established my 
goings.”

139. “If I ascend up into heaven, thou 
art there; if I make my bed in hell, be- 
hold thou art there; if I take the wings 
of the morning and dwell in the utter- 
most parts of the sea, even there shall 
thy hand lead me and thy right hand 
shall hold me.”

EAR friends: I wish to call your at- 
tention to the last Book in the Bible, 
and the last message in the last chapter. 


In Rev. 22:16, “I, Jesus, have sent 
mine angel to testify unto you _ these 
things in the churches.” The angel here 
referred to is the Holy Ghost, and the 
churches mentioned refer to the seven 
periods of the church age. 

The Lord Jesus had a message to de- 
liver to this world, especially in these 
last days of sin and deception, and surely 
that message is being delivered. Notice, 
Jesus sent this Messenger, and the Mes- 
senger had a message. GOD HELP US 
TO HEAR IT. In verse 14 the Messen- 
ger’s message says, “Blessed are they that 
do his commandments, that they may 
have right to the tree of life, and may 
enter in through the gates into the city.” 
In other words, they that do not do His 
commandments will not enter in thru 
the gates into the city, nor eat of the 
tree of life. To do His will and com- 
mandments means to adhere to all that 
is embodied in the New Testament. 

No wonder the Messenger had chis 
message. He was sent by the One who 
sealed this Testament with His own 
blood. He made it of force with His own 
death. His resurrection filled the Testa- 
ment with life, for had He not arose 
from the dead the Testament would have 
been of no value, There would not have 
been a mediator, but thank God, He 
arose! He has executed His will or Testa- 
ment. Therefore, it generates life and 
liberty in all who receive it with meek- 
ness, YEA, IT SAVES THE SOUL. Oh! 
What a message! What a Messenger! A 
messenger that reproves the world of sin. 
He points every man to Calvary. He 
pleads for every man to repent. He shows 
man that where sin abounded GRACE 
DID MUCH MORE ABOUND. Thank 
God for His marvelous grace, wonderful 
grace. Bless His name! 

Who is this One who sends the Messen- 
ger? It’s Jesus, the root and offspring of 
David, the Bright and Morning Star. He 
is the One who will set up the kingdom 
over which He will reign a thousand 
years. He shall take the throne of His 
Father David, and rule the nations with 
a rod of iron. This will be a holy king- 
dom, where the promise made to Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob will terminate in- 
to a glorious reality. But before this He 
is particular to see that men are prepared 
for this great reign. Therefore, He is the 
Bright and Morning Star. He has never 
left the world without a message. 


When the first Adam fell God came 
down and brought him a message; told 
him of his awful fate, but thank God, 
He offered a remedy that through sacri- 
fice man could be reinstated. When man 
fell in Noah’s day and the flood came, 
there was a messenger there with a mes- 
sage, and after the waters had abated 
God visited Noah and blessed him; but 
the thought we wish to note is when Is- 
rael was in the dark night of despair, un- 
der the galling lash of the Caesars, when 
there was not a ray of light anywhere, 
Jesus came. He brought a great morning. 
He is the Morning Star. He suffered un- 
told agonies and died a cruel death as a 
criminal, but arose the triumphant Christ 
over death, hell, and the grave. This was 
not enough; He went back to His 
Father and sent the Messenger, the Holy 
Ghost, who today is bearing to the four 
corners of the earth the glad tidings that 
they who do His commandments may 
have right to the tree of life, and enter 
in through the gates into the city. 


But this is not the only message for He 
says, “Without are dogs, and sorcerers, 
and whoremongers, and murderers, and 
idolaters, and whosoever loveth and 
maketh a lie.”” Chapter 21:8 says, “These 
shall have part in a lake that burneth 
with fire and brimstone, which is the sec- 
ond death.” The Messenger is heralding 
the warning throughout this broad land, 
from pulpit and press, and there is a hell 
to shun and a heaven to gain. This is 
God’s message, and God’s Messenger. 
There is no guessing as to whether or not 
there are two eternities, for the Messen- 
ger says a lake of fire for the wicked, 
and an eternal city for the righteous. 
There is a little song we sometimes sing, 
“You Cannot Hide from God.” Sins that 
are covered will face us some day and 
come to light, for that day will declare 
it. Men may clamor for honor and fame, 
betray the trust that has been left them, 


hide behind the public sentiment, too 
cowardly to come forth with a clean 
front, but remember, the message _ still 


stands, God-given, and declared by His 
Messenger. Men today are seeking most 
everything for selfish interest and pur- 
poses. 


In meeting a man the other day, wha 
has been an alderman of a certain city 
for a number of years, he told me of his 
desire to be reelected. In the course of 
speech, in pleading for justice and up- 
rightness, he told me of things that ex- 
isted, hidden from the eyes of the pub- 
lic in the city. He said he didn’t know 


such things until he was elected four 
years prior to this date, but I note that 
the conditions still exist regardless as to 
the platform on which he says he stands. 
It isn’t a question as to what we say we 
are, but it’s what we are. God wants men, 
and the world and the church needs men, 
who will not shrink nor shirk from their 
duty. Some say, “I would take my stand 
and come boldly out, standing for my 
convictions in the city, as an official of 
the church, but I am afraid that I might 
hurt myself.” Naturally men who are 
position seekers are quite fearful about 
getting the ill will of those that they 
dare to stand against, therefore, are al- 
ways putting up the plea, “You're apt to 
hurt yourself.” 


I do not know what the Lord will do 
with a coward who dares not swallow the 
message of truth given by the Messenger, 
but instead. will hump his back like a 
western broncho, and will say, “I am 
afraid.” We called that class in the cow- 
boy days, “the Man with the Cold Feet.” 
Pardon these crude expressions, but with 
sin abounding everywhere, the crime 
wave rising higher, with premature mur- 
der numbering 1,825,000 annually in 
the United States, the falling away in the 
circles of religion, the distrust and truth- 
lessness in the political world, with the 
economic crisis, and preachers clamoring 
for themselves instead of lost and dying 
humanity, we need men who will stem 
the tide in the most adverse conditions. 
There is an eternal doom for the wicked, 
and I think it well if we would hearken 


more diligently to the message of the 
Messenger. 
While in western Montana some 


months ago, a young lady who was ac- 
tuated by a supernatural power, which 
carried her out of this material realm in- 
to a sphere not yet explored by the masses 
of earth, told me, with tears streaming 
down her cheeks, and her chin quivering, 
that she did not want to go to the aw- 
ful place that she had just seen. She said, 
“I saw a great furnace with the door 
standing wide open, Looking into this 
furnace there was no end, but a massive 
lake of fire out of which extended hands 
and arms of the masses of the world, 
crying and screaming in the anguish of 
their soul because of their sad fate in a 
long lost eternity.” Before the door of 
this great furnace she saw hundreds of 
dark objects. She said they were demons, 
each one having a long stick and at the 
end of the stick a nail was driven. Be-

power and resurrection, if He had not 
come forth, all would have been vain. 
That is why the enemy put forth such 
effort to discredit or make believe that 
Christ did not rise, and one reason, I 
suppose, that there are so many proofs of 
His resurrection. All the glories and bless- 
ings of Christ depended on His resurrec- 
tion. Those living at that time were eye- 
witnesses and testified over and _ over 
of the resurrection of Christ. The physi- 
cal earth witnessed not only to His death 
but to His resurrection. 

His enemies were satisfied to make the 
announcement that He had been cruci- 
fied and they were so careful about 
proving it, but our heavenly Father ar- 
ranged it so that every Jew in Jerusalem 
and all the followers of Christ knew that 
He died on the cross, and that is one of 
the proofs of His resurrection. If there 
had been no death, there could not have 
been a resurrection. It being thoroughly 
proved that He had died, then we have 
overwhelming proof that He rose again 
—the earthquake; the miraculous moving 
of the stone; the angels with their heav- 
enly glory witnessed with their voices, 
“Christ is not here, but He has _risen;” 
Mary finds Him walking in the garden; 
the two disciples walk with Him to Em- 
maus, and that evening after their return 
He appears to them; later He was seen of 
over five hundred brethren; He appears 
on the lake shore in the morning after 
the disciples had been fishing; visits them 
many times proving Himself by many 
infallible proofs, and finally leads them 
out as far as Bethany and gave them a 
command to go to Jerusalem and tarry 
for the power. 

Elijah was a type of life. Moses on the 
Mount of Transfiguration is a type of 
the resurrection, and both life and im- 
mortality have been brought to light 
through the resurrection of Christ. He 
shall become the resurrection unto all the 
righteous dead and life unto all the 
righteous living who are found on earth. 
He said, ‘““Whosoever liveth and believeth 
on me.” 

Listen to Paul’s words of comfort to 
the broken-hearted members of the 
church at Thessalonica, ‘For if we be- 
lieve that Jesus died and rose again even 
so them also that are fallen asleep in 
Jesus will God bring with him. For this 
we say unto you by the word of the 
Lord, that we that are alive and remain 
unto the coming of the Lord shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of an arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: Then 
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we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: and so 
shall we ever be with the Lord.” 1 Thess. 
4:14-17. 

The fact of His resurrection was clear- 
ly established in the minds of the apos- 
tles. They were in position to know the 
truth and they were not deceived. Peter 
could stand in the presence of the mob 
after the day of Pentecost, and declare 
to the men of Israel, “Jesus of Nazareth, 
a man approved of God among you by 
miracles and wonders and signs, which 
God did by him in the midst of you, as 
ye yourselves know: Him, being deliv- 
ered up by the determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge of God, ye have taken 
and by wicked hands have crucified and 
slain him: Whom God hath raised up, 
having loosed the pains of death: because 
it was not possible that he should be hol- 
den of it.” Acts 2:22-24. 

Here is a glorious statement by Peter 
on the day he preached his wonderful 
sermon. This sermon had a wonderful ef- 
fect on the hearers and thousands were 
added to the church. Christ’s kingdom 
could not have been established upon a 
dead Christ. The preaching of a dead 
Christ could never have impressed His 
enemies. Peter preached a living Christ 
and Paul also preached a living Christ. 
These two men take the lead in the 
church dispensation. 

We see a young man so blind in sin 
and prejudice he stands and guards the 
clothes of thcse who were stoning one 
of God’s messengers to death. He sees 
Stephen’s face as it is lighted up with the 
glory of God. No doubt he was touched 
by this wonderful scene. Heaven opened 
up and Jesus was seen standing, but this 
man, determined to destroy Christianity, 
goes into persecution wholesale, receives 
letters from the authorities and goes into 
distant cities to bind the Christians and 
bring them back. As he is journeying to 
Damascus a light shines upon him. The 
light is so great until he is stricken to 
the ground and he hears the voice of 
this resurrection Christ speaking to him. 
He cries out, ““Who art thou, Lord?” and 
the voice says, “I am Jesus of Nazareth 
whom thou persecutest.” This is one of 
the great proofs of the resurrection, 
Christ now lives and can speak to those 
on earth. This young man rises and be- 
gins his ministry that is a mighty power 
and a blessing to thousands. 


No one is so blind as those who do not 
know Christ to the free pardon of their 
sins, have rejected God’s love, and failed 
to accept the blessings it affords. On the 
other hand, no one is so positive and 
sure of the reality of Christ and His re- 
surrection as those who have sought Him 
with their whole hearts and are _par- 
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takers of His holiness. 

The blindness of sin is blighting the 
world today, all on account of the fail- 
ure to get acquainted with this resur- 
rected Christ. But those who know Him 
and the power of His resurrection, praise 
and. glory and blessings are accompany- 
ing their lives. We know that Christ has
